For weeks, in a quiet way, Town Manager Sterling Morris has 
been seeking a directive from the Board of Selectmen as to his 
course of action, relative to the Wilmington Planning Board. He 
finally got his direction Monday night, at the close of the Select- 
men’s meeting, in a dramatic moment, in which all Selectmen 
acted the same way, and simutaneously, but not all necessarily 


impelled by the same motives, 


The five Selectmen all pointed at Sterling Morris, and said 


“You Decide”. 


The last to do so was Danny Gillis, who had been very busy 
for a couple of minutes talking - but he followed the others by 


only a second or so - perhaps a split second. 


The question is whether there should be five or seven mem- 
bers to the Planning Board. The Town Manager has been trying 
to duck having to make the decision. The Selectmen refused to 


let him duck. 


If there are to be five members to the Planning Board it is to 
be presumed that there will be no change, and that it will con- 


tinue on as it has been doing. 


If there are to be seven members, presumably the two new 
appointees may be chosen because they have a different 
philosophy than have the present members. This is a matter 
of importance, one way or the other to the town.

MAIL BOX IMPROVEMENT

| Service has designated the week of 
1 Box Improvement Week. The pur- 
is to draw attention to the improvement 


of mail boxes and mail receptacles. 

Should, for instance, the postal patron wish to plant 
roses, he is asked to provide the thornless varities 
Thorns have been known to tear the clothing of mail 
carriers, as they deliver the ‘occupant’ mail to the box. 


The Patron could also 


use geraniums, pansies, or 


other colorful flowers, to gladden the heart and please 
the eye of the postal carriers. Another possible idea is 
to restrain the family dog. Every little bit helps. 

Seriously - Patrons are reminded that name and house 


numbers should show on mail boxes, to be visible as the 
postal carrier approaches. RFD boxes which are on 
streets other than the address of the postal patron should 
also show the address. RFD boxes should be at a level 
of 3¥% to 4 feet above the street - measured from the 
bottom of the box. 

Smart postal patrons, in Wilmington, sometimes have 
their RFD boxes grouped together. Familes can then 
co-operate on the removal of snow, during the winter. 
Others provide supports for the mail boxes which have 
an extended arm - or a semi-arch, to make it easier 
for the snow plowmen to work without knocking down 
the mail boxes.

Minutemen to parade 
Sunday May 21st

annual Liberty Pole Day of Wilmington. Not only will 
Minutemen be in the parade - there will be a company 
of Militia, from York, Maine and there will be a company 
of Marine Militia, from Newburyport. 

The Fourteenth Continental Army. stationed at Fort 
Devens, will take part, probably as the leading military 
company. 

Colonel John McCauley of Woburn, who is the Comman- 
der ‘of the Council of Minutemen Dignitaries, and V. 
Leslie Hebert, of the Massachusetts Sons of Liberty will 
be the leading dignatories, and guests of Captain Arthur 
Sugrue of the Wilmington Company

Liberty Poles. in Colonial 
America, were raised as symbols 
of resistance in many o early 
towns. The most famous a 
Liberty Tree, an elm tree which 
stood at the corner of Washington 
and Essex Streets, in Boston, and 
under which the early patriots 
met to register protests against 
the Crown of England, and the 
Royal Governor, 

‘The famous Liberty Tree of Bos- 
ton led to the establishment of 
Liberty Poles in various Colonial 
towns throughout the Colonies. 
The most famous was one in New 
York City. in 1766, to celebrate 
the repeal of the oppressive act 
by the then Governor. It became 
the site of local strife, as His 
Majesty's Army sought to pre- 
vent meetings of the Colonials at 
the pole. 

Liberty Poles were “capped” 
by caps of the Colonials, red 
stocking caps being the favorite
